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The Slow Driver 

While talking about traffic accidents it is worth¬ 
while to record that in many parts of the country the 
slow driver is getting as unpopular as the driver who 
drives at an .excessive rate of speed. The Province of 
British Columbia has been moving in regard to slow 
drivers and the Highway Patrols have been instructed 
to check up on them. As a matter of fact nothing is 
more exasperating than to be on a main arterial high¬ 
way wanting to make a good average speed and to run 
into a line up of cars held up at front by some Sunday 
afternoon driver who is ambling along at twenty-five 
miles per hour. All down the line one is able to see 
cars trying to pull out of the line of traffic in order to 
pass. If a car should approach from the opposite dir¬ 
ection danger is immediately apparent. The erratic 
speed with which such drivers travel is also a difficul¬ 
ty for the car that is following never knows when the 
other driver is going to cut down his speed for no good 
reason. Such driving ought to fall in the category of 
dangerous driving just as much as. the fast reckless 
driving does. It would be advantageous for our high¬ 
way patrols to check on this just as other places are 
doing.

Wrong Credit G iven 

As mild a man as one could meet attended a ladies’ 
tea the other day, and out of the goodness of his 
heart offered to write a piece for the paper about it. 
And he did well too. He had a word for the ambrosial 
biscuits and gave nice space to the angel food, hitting 
the big features right on the button. But he did forget 
to mention the ladies who poured and that lapse land¬ 
ed him in unpleasantness. If the ladies had kept quiet 
nothing would have come of it. But their open criti¬ 
cism stung him to defence of his own writeup. He be¬ 
gan to study the pattern of the customary social col¬ 
umn, and now believes the wrong people get all the 
publicity. - 

For example, from the standpoint of the country 
dweller he thinks of the long chain of effort which 
went into that tea. First young junior was coaxed or 
threatened into splitting enough wood for the baking 
of the angel food and tarts. Then all the extra water 
to be hauled from the well. Then the lady of the house 
with sweeper and duster who cleaned every nook and 
cranny. Perhaps some folks went on short rations to 
make the party a success. At any rate by contrast 
with these substantial contributors the lady who per¬ 
forms the gesture of “pouring” is the merest trivia, 
not as beautiful as the flowers and infinitely less im¬ 
portant than the other human factors who never 
dream of getting their names in the paper. 

Having proved to his own satisfaction that it is the 
wrong people who get their names in the social col¬ 
umns, our mild little man scrutinized other types of 
news matter. He thinks people who make up an au¬ 
dience are of more consequence than the speaker. Al¬ 
most everyone likes to talk anyway, so it is the humble 
people who submit themselves to listening who should 
be conspiciously noted. John Smith for example, who 
hates cultural subjects, should get credit for attend¬ 
ing the talk on Grecian art, and behaving very well. 
It is true that Mrs. C. W. Jones came in very late as 
if carried on a high wind. But she’d had a little tiff 
with her husband and did nicely to get there at all. 
Little comments like that are more worthy of print 
than the dry bones of what the speaker said. 

In the doings of parliament, our mild man thinks 
the real space should be given to those who refrain 
from talking. Instead of giving knighthoods and pub¬ 
licity to front men who merely "pour” he would be¬ 
stow those honors on the men who work deep in the 
mines, couple the trains, give the all-clear signal, keep 
machinery oiled. In other words, the workers of the 
world without whom there would be no front men. 

It all goes to show how easily a mild little conserva¬ 
tive can be transformed into a roaring rebel. If our 
mild man had not been attacked for praising the cake 
makers and fire builders instead of the fronts at the 
tea party, he would have never launched into this re¬ 
search which threatens the whole established basis of 
which people are real news, deserving of headlines.

Canada's exports for July were 
$379 million, nearly $8 million 
more than imports for the same 
month says the current issue of 
The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
monthly Commercial Letter. This 
was the first monthly surplus on 
trading account this year. It re¬ 
duced the cumulative deficit for 
1951 to $332 million. Exports to 
both the United States and the 
United Kingdom increased during 
the month. For the second succes¬ 
sive month Imports from the Un¬ 
ited States declined slightly. 

Harvesting is now well under 
way. The first official estimate 
forecast a record wheat crop of 
582 million bushels of wheat and 
bumper outturns of feed grains. 
Rain has delayed harvest work 
and the lateness of the season in 
Western Canada makes late-sown 
crops vulnerable to frost damage. 
Ample feed supplies are virtually 
assured—a good omen, having re¬ 
gard to current rather precarious 
live stock and dairy products sup¬ 
plies. 

Balancing'Th'* Labour Budget 

No very far-reaching change in 
either the use nor the source of 
labour is likely this year unless 
foreign relations alter quickly for 
the worse. Beyond 1951 the out¬ 
look is more obscure. Assuming 
that the projected defence pro¬ 
gram must be carried out in full, 
a fairly large addition to the ef¬ 
fective labour force must be con 
trlved, or a lowering of present 
living standards accepted. 

The most critical shortage at 
present is that in skilled labour 
And it is one that seems likely to 
remain with us for some time. Un¬ 
less there Is some “dilution” of 
labour or a far-reaching attempt 
by individual industries to raise 
the status of their less skilled 
workers, the skilled labour situa¬ 
tion seems likely to grow more 
acute as the volume of defence 
work grows. On the present ef¬ 


forts of skilled workers the sub¬ 
sequent employment of semi and 
unskilled labour depends. Without 
skilled workers shifts can be in¬ 
creased only to a limited extent. 

Essentially the problem is to 
produce the military equipment 
we must have together with 
enough civilian goods to keep 
prices within bounds. 

Between 1946 and 1950 that part 
of the labour force engaged In 
manufacturing increased by 18 
per cent. This was attained only at 
Lhe expense of other segments of 
the economy, notably agriculture. 
Throughout this period shortages 
of skilled and semi-skilled trades¬ 
men have persisted. Some doubt, 
therefore, arises concerning the 
ability of our economy to man the 
increased capacity contemplated 
in the next year and a half, while 
also providing the additional lab¬ 
our needed In other sectors. 

The greatest untapped source of 
labour at the present time is wo¬ 
men not currently seeking employ- 
men, students and retired per¬ 
sons. In June 1951, 24 per cent of 
adult females were members of 
the labour force, compared with 
33.5 per cent in mid-1944. While 
the restoration of the latter per¬ 
centage would be neither neces¬ 
sary nor socially desirable In the 
absence of extreme urgency, this 
group forms the largest potential 
pool of labour. It is likely also 
that many persons who have just 
reached retiring age could be in¬ 
duced to remain at work. The nat¬ 
ural increase in the labour force Is 
now about 50,06p a year, part of 
which will likely be absorbed into 
the armed services. 

About 5 per cent of the current 
labour force is probably made up 
of Immigrants who have come to 
Canada between 1946 and 1950. 
Immigration this year may set a 
post-war record of about 150,000 
about 90,000 of whom may be add¬ 
ed to the labour force;

Tough Law For 
Prinking Driver 

An amendment to the Criminal 
code, approved June 30 reads: 

“Everyone who, while his ability 
to drive a motor vehicle or auto¬ 
mobile is impaired by alcohol or 
any drug, drives any motor vehicle 
or automobile, or has the care or 
control of a motor vehicle or auto- 
piobile, whether it is in motion or 
not, is guilty of an offence and li¬ 
able upon summary conviction or 
upon conviction under indict¬ 
ment.” 

It is said that this amendment is 
designed to reach the man who 
has not been drinking in the sense 
of complete inloxioetion. 

Now the “in between” driver is 
liable to, upon conviction: 

1. For the first offence, to a fine 
not exceeding -500 and not less 
than $50, or to Imprisonment not 
exceeding three months, or to both 
fine and imprisonment; 

2. For a second offence, to a 
term not exceeding three months 
and not less than 14 days; and, 

3. For each subsequent offence, 
to Imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding one year and not less 
than three months. 

Also, under the act, a person 
who occupies the seat normally 
occupied by the driver, shall be 
deemed to have control of the ve¬ 
hicle unless he can prove he did 
not emter to start It in motion. 

Too, chemical analysis may now 
be admitted in evidence in an ef¬ 
fort to prove or disprove that the 
person was intoxicated or under 
the influence of a narcotic drug. 

However, no person is required 
to give a sample for analysis, and, 
should he refuse, the fact is not 
a4missable in evidence against 
him.

Handle Weed x 
Seeds Safely 

A. M. Wilson, Field Crops Com¬ 
missioner, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that mucji good 
work is being done by farmers of 
this province in control of weeds 
by cultivation, but that the need 
for careful disposal of weed seeds 
from threshing machines and 
combines is frequently overlooked. 
Some thought should be gjv^n be¬ 
fore harvest to the safe handling 
of those weed seeds, says Mr. Wil¬ 
son. Many of the screenings taken 
from the combine are of little va¬ 
lue and should be burned. If, how¬ 
ever, the screenings contain any 
quantity of cracked grain, the 
feeding value is worth considering 
so long as the weed seeds and 
screenings are handled safely to 
prevent reinfestation of farm 
lands. 

While not overlooking the lead 
value of some weed seeds and 
screenings, officials of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture are 
concerned lest careless handling 
offset the value of good farm prac¬ 
tice in weed control. Regulations 
established under the Noxious 
Weeds Act are for the farmer’s 
protection. To ensure safe hand¬ 
ling and proper feeding of screen¬ 
ings and weed seeds, those wish¬ 
ing to use them for feed must ap¬ 
ply for a permit. Permits may be 
obtained from municipal field su¬ 
pervisors, weed Inspectors, or from 
the Field Crops Commissioner, 
Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Edmonton. 

Screenings should be handled in 
such a way that they will not be 
scattered in transit or fed in oth¬ 
er than enclosed feed lots. Car¬ 
loads of screenings are often ship¬ 
ped from terminal elevators for 
winter feeding. Unless every pre¬ 
caution is taken, dangerous weeds 
soon become established and any 
immediate gains from feeding 
screenings are lost as a result ot 
expensive cultivation required at 
a later date.
